ASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The 
preparations for the inaugura- 
tion of President McKinley, next 
Monday, are rapidly nearing compie- 
tion, and, unless all signs fail, there 
will be a larger crowd of strangers 
present to witness the ceremonies than 
Ww has seen in many years. 
The general inaugural committee 
‘has been hard to work for more than 
a month perfecting the arrangements, 
and the spectacular features of the 
celebration, as well as the general ar- 
rangements for the occasion will be 
on an exceptionally fine scale. The re- 
viewing stands which have been erect- 
ed at intervals along Pennsylvania 
avenue, from the foot of the Capitol 
grounds to Seventeenth street, have 
been uniform and unique in design, 
and the general decorations of the 
city, especially along the line of the 
parade, will be more lavish and artis- 
tic in character than formerly. 
Although Pennsylvania avenue will 
be illuminated during the three nights 
of the 4th, 5th and 6th of March as 
rarely before, a special feature will be 
made of that part extending from Fit- 
teenth street to Seventeenth street, on 
the north front of the White House 
grounds. This section has been desig- 
nated the “Court of Honor,” and any 
apecial features of illumination will be 


= this grand scheme of illumination, 
and a large force of workmen has been 
engaged for two week#@ or more in the 
erection of pillars of classic shape at 
frequent intervals along this drive. 
From these pillars novel effects in elec- 
tric illumination will be displayed and 
it is expected that the Court of Honor 
— surpass in beauty anything of the 

ind ever attempted in this country, 
and certainly in Washington. 

Officers of the government bulldings 
in charge are putting in place special 
decorations in honor of the occasion. 
Commander Baird, Superintendent of 
the State, War and Navy Department 
buildings, has made an interesting 
contribution to the*special decorations, 
He has placed electric lights forming 
the well-known badges of the Eighth 
and Ninth Army Corps, as used during 
the War of the Rebellion, on the east 
pavilion of the big granite tri-depart- 
ment building. President McKinley, as 
s major in the army, served in both 
these corps during the Civil War. 

The Ninth Corps badge had its origin 
at the battle of Roanoke Island in 1861, 
in which the army and navy joined 
forces in the attack on the enemy. It 
consists of a gun and an anchor 
crossed. The Eighth Corps badge is a 
six-pointed star, and had its origin in 
the divisions that originally composed 
that corps. 

Word was received at the Navy De- 
partment today that the training ship 
Dixie, which is the flagship of the fleet 
ordered to take part in, the inaugura- 
tion ceremonies, left Hampton Roads 
this morning for Alexandria. The old 
warship Hartford also is within about 
the same distance of the capital. 
These two vessels probably will anchor 
off Alexandria ‘tonight or tomorrow 
morning. The Lancaster and Topeka 
undoubtedly will reach the same ren- 
dezvous Saturday. It has been decided 
at the Navy Department to keep these 
vessels off Alexandria, and to bring 
their crews to this city on ferryboats. 
The big monitor Puritan is at Wash- 
ington Navy Ya and will remain 
there until after the inauguration.

Evarts died at his home in this city 


today. He was 83 years of age. His 
death was caused by pneumonia. 
For several years past he had been 


without the use of his eyes, and was 
otherwise so feeble that he was unable 
to leave his home. Up to the time of 
his death he was the nominal head of 
the law firm of Evarts, Choate & Bea- 
man, although for many years he had 
not been in active practice. 

Soon after 4 o'clock this morning 
Mr. Evarts suffered a relapse which 
caused him to sink rapidly. At 6 o’clock 
he relapsed into unconsciousness, and 
grew weaker and weaker wntil at ten 
minutes after 9 o'clock, without regain- 
ing consciousness, he expired. From the 
time he became unconscious the dying 
man’s wife and children were with him 
in the room. There are four sons, Allen, 
Sherman, Rev. Dr. Nescott and Max- 
well Evarts, and the daughters are 
Miss Mary Evurts, Mrs. Beaman Tweed 
and Mrs. Scudder.

William Maxwell Evarts was born 
in Boston, February 6, 1818. He was 
prepared for college in the Boston 
Latin School, graduated at Yale in

He soon established a reputation for 
learning and acumen, and was often 
consulted by older lawyers. In 1849-53 
he was Assistant District Attorney in 
New York city; in 1857 he successfully 
conducted the prosecution of Cuban 
filibusters concerned in the “Cleopa- 
tra“ expedition. The same year he 
was selected to argue in favor of the 
constitutionality of the Metropolitan 
Police Act. In 1857 and 1860 he was 


argue the Lemmon stave case against 
Charles O’Conor, the coufisel for the 
State of Virginia, berore the Supreme 
Court and the Court of Appeals. 

He became an active and prominent 
member of the Republican party, was 
chairman of the New York delegation 
in the Republican national convention 
in 1860 and proposed the name of WII- 
Ham H. Seward for the Presidency. 
In 1861 he and Horace Greeley were 


the New York 
Legislature, but his name was finally 
withdrawn to enable his supporters to 
secure the election of Ira Harris. 

In 1862 he conducted the case of the 
government to establish in the Su- 
preme Court the rignt of the United 
States in the Civil War to treat cap- 
tured vessels as marttime prizes, ac- 
cording to the laws or war. : 

In 1865-66 he maintarned with suc- 
cess the unconstitutionality of the 
State laws taxing United States bonds 
of national bank stock without au- 
thorization of Congress. 

In 1868, President Johnson chose him 
as chief counsel in the impeachment 
trial before the Senate, and from July 
15, 1868, to the end of President John- 
son’s administration he filled the office 
of Attorney-General of the United 
States. He acted in 1872 as counsel for 
the United States before the tribunal 
of arbitration on Alabama claims at 
Geneva, and presented the arguments 
‘on which the decisions favorable to the 
United States were largely based. He 
was chief counsel for Henry Ward 
Beecher in the case with Theodore 
Tilton in 1875; was counsel for the Re- 
publican party in the Hayes-Tilden 
contest. 

He was United States Secretary of 
State from 1877-81; United States Sen- 
ator from New York, 1885-91 for the 
Republicans. March 4, 1885, he took 
his seat in the United States Senate 
to succeed Elbridge G. Lapham. 

Evarts was known as a brilltant 
speaker. Among his public addresses 
are the eulogy on Chief Justice Chase 
at Dartmouth College in June, 1876, 
the centennial oration in Philadelphia 
in 1876, and the speeches at the unveil- 
ing of the statues of William H. Se- 
ward and Daniel Webster in New 
York, and of the Bartholdi Statue 
Liberty.

The conference report on the Post- 
office Appropriation Bill was rejected 
by the House and sent back to con- 
ference. 

The House leaders are determined to 
deal promptly with the Army Appro- 
priation Bill and its important Cuba 
and Philippine amendments by bring- 
ng in a special rule which will permit 
he measure to go to conference with- 
out delay. The bill was sent to the 
Military Committee. Chairman Hull 
prepared to report promptly from the 
committee, recommending non-concur- 
rence in all the Senate amendments 
and a conference.

One of the legislative attachés, who 
knows Brown, bluntly accused him of 
being a representative of the Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association of Los An- 
geles, and he did not deny the accusa- 
tion, although this did not besome 
known until after he had left town. 

It is manifest that prohibition in 
small cities near Los Angeles would 
increase the saloon trade in the latter 
city, for the reason that residents of 
the emaller towns would have to go 
there to do what drinking they desired.

SAN FRANCISCANS TAKE STEPS TO 
PROTECT COMMERCE. 


Representative Newspaper and Rail- 
road Men Decide to Send a Committee 
to Confer With the President After 
Conference With the Governor.

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 28.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Although nothing has been 
given out by those who participated in 
the conference in the Governor's office 
last night, when the managing editors 
of the five San Francisco newspapers 
and two high officials of the Southern 
Pacific called upon the Executive, it 
has become known today that the pur- 
pose of the conference was to protect, 
if possible, San Francisco especially 
and the whole State in general from 
the effects of the agitation of the 
plague question, which has been con- 
ducted by the Governor ever since this 
session of the Legislature began. 
Something serious, indeed, was required 
to bring that party together to 
amicably discuss a subject in which 
they were all interested. 

The danger of a removal of the 
transport service from San Francisco 
to some other port has probably been 
called to their attention, and it is al- 
most certain that the Governor and 
others have information of their own 
on this point, and have been looking 
about for the best means of removing 
the danger, for the transfer of the 
government transport service, say to 
Puget Sound, would S8ériously affect 
San Francisco commercial interests. It 


| is also believed that the Governor and 


his associates have inside information 
as to what the government plague 
commission will report as to health 
conditions in the metropolis, and are 
therefore better able to take such ac- 
tion as is best calculated to prevent in- 
jury to the State by whatever that re- 
port may contain. It is known that 
George A. Knight, attorney for the 
State Board of Health, has gone East, 


and it is believed that Washington is 


his destination, and that his trip has 
to do with the forthcoming report of 
the commission. 

As a result of the conference last 
night it was decided to send a strong 
committee to Washington to confer 
with the President himself. The com- 
mittee will consist of W. F. Herrin of 
the Southern Pacific, John P, Young 
of the Chronicle and T. T. Williams of 
the Examiner.

Cistern water is not “sweet at the 
top from the later inpourings,” but fe 
sweet at the top because the top 5 all 
the time in contact with the air. 
air is admitted to the bottom of 1 
cistern in eufficient quantity and 
frequent intervals, all the water in 
cistern is kept sweet. ee 

Not only so, but a very foul cistemn 
can be completely sweetened by forcing’ 
air down to the bottom, and it does not 
require a large quantity of air either. 
All that is needed mechanically 6 
sweeten a foul cistern, or to keep any 
cistern sweet, is to use a chain p 
or, better, a bucket pump, set so as 
take the water from near the bottom, 
say four to six inches above the bote 
tom.

MUSLIN AND DIMITY FOR JANU- 
ARY WEAR. 

I have just examined with much in- 
terest the winter numbers of La Belle 
Assemblée and the Lady’s Magazine 
of the early years of the nineteenth 
century, and the chief emotion is ‘that 
any of our grandmothers survived those 
years, so lightly were they dressed. In 
January, 1807, the walking dresses were 
of white jaconet muslin or cambric, 
with brown velvet or “orange bilos- 
som” shoes. The chemise- shape“ 
gown was deemed the most ejegant. 
The hat was of straw or tiger fur. 
Another favorite was a “Chinese robe” 
of India twill or French dimity 
trimmed with a border of tambour, 
with loose back or scalloped at the 
bottom. White kid and rose-colored 
silk low shoes were worn, with silver 
rosettes. Muffs of white down and 
variegated sarsnet silk “cottage cloaks” 
gave scant warmth. In the spring pink 
muslin mantels appeared and sarsnet 
tippets trimmed with Malines lace; 
lilac and pea-green were fashionable

LADIES’ MODES FOR 1801. 

An attempt at revulsion of feeling 
against the costly stuffs and extrava- 
gance of the eighteenth century made 
simpler materials proper for wear, even 
in full dress. Mantua makers adhered 
also to simpler lines, and less material 
was used in the manufacture of gowns. 
The skirt was. short, reaching in 
meager, clinging folds only to the feet, 
with but slight flouneing at the lower 
edge. It was stretched as tightly as 
possible across the front of the figure, 
sometimes held across with whale- 
bones placed horizontally. A short 
bodice had puffed sleeves of

size with detached long sleeves, which 
could be worn if preferred or long 
mittens of nankeen or linen. Often 
a collar of embroidered net or a mus- 
lin tippet surrounded the neck. 
Through the absence of pressure on 
any part of the figure the dress was far 
more conducive to health in its shape 
than in its warmth or weight. The 
bonnets were varied in shape from a 
simple infant's cap to a huge, project- 
ing “cabriolet.” 

The empire dress of 
was certainly graceful on a person of 
figure, having well-shaped 
arms, well-set head and good carriage. 
It was inexpressibly unbecoming to fat, 
thick-set, clumsy-built women—but no 
more so, possibly, than 
have been and ever will be to such un 
fortunates. D Fashion provides 
no shapes or styles for the “unco’ fat.” 

The best-known name in the history 
of fashion of this date is Mme. Ré- 
camier. An English lady describes the

There 
is etill much rivalry between the two 
cities, notwithstanding that Chicago 
has so run away from its ancient com- 
petitor, and the St. Louis people will 
naturally strain every nerve to go the 
pork-packing metropolis one better. 
One of the earliest worfers for the 
coming show is Charles W. Knapp of 
the St. Louis Republic, who began in 
1883 the agitation for a world's fair to 
be held in St. Louis, but the honor 
went to Chicago. In comparing the 
financial conditions at St. Louis with 
those which exist at Chicago, Mr. 
Knapp showed that Chicago had from 
stock subscriptions, city bonds, gov- 
ernment aid by coinage of 5,000,000 Co- 
lumbian half-dollars and by pledging 
gate receipts for $4,460,500, about $17,- 
000,000. This was by straining every 
available resource. St. Louis has not 
begun to financier, and she has $16,- 
000,000 to start with. ; 

Not only this, but St. Louis is con 
templating changes in the city’s char- 
ter which will enable it to raise by 
taxation a bonded debt of from $10,- 
000,000 to $15,000,000 to be expended in 
reconstructing streets, laying out 
boulevards, installing a new sewer 
system and establishing a filtration 
plant in connection with the public 
water supply, so as to bring the city 
up to the standard of the most modern 
municipalities of the United States. In 
addition, more than a million dollare 
is being raised to complete the city 
hall, city hospital and other important 
municipal buildings, so that when the 
exposition opens St. Louls expects to 
be the best arranged, best organized, 
cleanest, safest and healthiest city, 
with the best-lighted streets and best 
public facilities in the country. The 
State of Missouri will expend $1,000,- 
000 on a State building. 

There is evidently plenty of good 
American enterprise left in St. Louis, 
and its citizens deserve credit for the 
pluck which they have shown. After 
the big Buffalo show is over, Southern 
California may be counted upon to fix 
up a first-class display for the St. 
Louis Exposition.

NLY A QUESTION OF TIME. 
In writing upon the subject of na- 
tional irrigation yesterday, The Times 
Suggested that western people have 
every reason to feel encouraged at the 
outlook, notwithstanding the fact that 
Congress has knocked out the appro- 
priation of $100,000 for the construc- 
tion of a dam on the Gila River, in 
Arizona. It is certainly a great pity 
that this improvement should not have 
been authorized, for, as The Times has 
shown, it would not only be of much 
value to white settlers in that section, 
but its construction would also be in 
the nature of an act of simple justice 
to thousands of deserving Indians, 
who are now destitute. Since then, it 
is announced that the Appropriation 
Committee of the House has rejected 
the Hansbrough Irrigation Bill, which, 
under the name of the Newlands Bill, 
has been fully described in the dis- 
patches. It was a bill to authorize the 
government to expend on irrigation 
work the money derived from the sale 
of arid lands, which it was estimated 
would amount to the handsome figure 
of $4,000,000 a year, or thereabouts. 
It ie certainly much to be deplored 
that Congress—or a majority of the 
members thereof—could not see the 
way to adopt either of these measures, 
in view of the vast amounts of money 
that are being appropriated for less 
important and less worthy objects. 
This action of the present Congress 
need not necessarily cause us any great 
anxiety, however much we may de- 
plore the further delay. There is even 
yet a posstbility that the bill may go 
through, as Senator Hansbroegh de- 
clares that he may make a fight for 
the bill upon the floor of the Senate, 
where he will offer it as an amend- 
ment to the Sundry Civil Bill. 
Meantime, no objections raised by 
individual Congressmen or Senators 
can permanently check the progress of 
the great movement for national irri- 
gation. It has got beyont that stage. 
The purposes of the movement are 
now too well understood by the people, 
the press and by many enlightened 
members of Congress for its progress 


cess of a movement that is so desir- 
able, so reasonable and so profitable to 
the nation at large is only a question 
of time—and of a very short time.

Those who regularly read the daily

A faith like this, so “childlike and

The well is not 
being pumped to its fullest capacity 
owing to lack of proper transporta- 
tion accommodtaions, but the oil that 
has been taken out finds a market at 
$1.25 per barrel in the field. 
OIL-STORAGE PLANS. 

On account of the lack of storage 
room and the inability to get cars for 
hauling oil, many of the large produc- 
ers of the Kern River field are now con- 
structing tanks. 

The Revenue Oil Company is having 
a 35,000-barrel tank constructed, and 
has ordered another smaller one. 

The Monte Cristo will have an im- 
mense tank for its oil. Ground has 
been broken for one with a capacity 
of 20,000 barrels. 

Lacking storage room, 
three Company is now pumping only 
one well. 

At the present time there are orders 
in the shop of the Southern Pacific 
Railway Company for 100 steel tank 
cars, fifty of which will have a carry- 
ing capacity of 8500 gallons, and fifty 
others with 13,000 gallons capacity. As 
it will require almost a year to build 
these cars, wooden tanks will continue 
to be used in the meanwhile, with a 
carrying capacity of 7000 gailons each. 
HERE AND THERE. 

The Stratton Oil Company has hit 
the sand in its well on section 32, 32, 24. 
This is between the Sunset field and 
the Midway. The strike is of unknown 
extent, but is significant because of 
the locality, being one mile outside of 
any other discovery, but on the trend 
of the Sunset field. 

Good progress is being made in well 
No. 2 of the Blinn Oil Company, which 
is now down 1000 feet. This well is be- 
ing drilled on section 4, and i 
sand was first found at a dept 
feet. It is alse reported that well No.

Ten acres héve been leased by the 
Kopje Oi] Company in section 25, 28, 
27, to the Naughty Five Company, 
which will commence drilling not later 
than March 5. A derrick is now being 
erected.

4 has a rig up for well No. 7, and will 
commence drilling there at once. 

It is slow work drilling on section 24 
28, 27, but the Thistle Oil Company is 
making very fair progress, all things 
considered. 

The Acacia well, on section 10, 29, 28, 
is down 800 feet, with 9%-inch casing. 
Progress is slow, but since it is the in- 
tention to sink the larger casing as 
deep as possible this was expected. In- 
dications are favorable as the forma- 
tion in the well is the same as that on 
the north. 

On section 25, 28, 27, the Provident 
has a well down 550 feet. 2 

The Iowa, drilling in Kern River, has 
a well down over 300 feet. 

On section 25, 28, 27, the S. P. ON 
Company has one well down 1120 feet. 
The hole has 365 feet of oil sand, all but 
20 feet being productive. 

The Hollister Bee reports that 
Fresno-Ajpha has reached oil sand at 
a depth of 410 feet.

into it.” 

Mr. Thorpe took a long look over his 
spectacies at the young saloon-keeper, 
and said, paternally: “Oh, well.

We 
talked the matter over some time ago 
and concluded that this restaurant 
liquor-license privilege was a mere sub- 
terfugec.”’ 

“It has been the custom for a eng 
time,” persisted Mr. Ramish, to con- 
‘strue a lunch as forming a bona fide 
meal. Ot course all the saloon men 
knew that it was a subterfuge, but we 
did net know whether or not it was a 
Violation of the law as it stands on the 
ordinance books. Former commission- 
ers have not thought that it was a

Then ensued a long talk about the 
difficulties that would be occasioned at 
‘the Orpheum if the saloon is shut up 
next Sunday during the performances, 
as the only lavatories are reached 
through the bar-room, and it is a vio- 
lation of law to keep a saloon open on 
Sunday without a restaurant liquor li- 
cense. As the board had suspended Mr. 
Ramish’s license the saloon could not 
be kept open. It was decided that the 
screen about the bar might be kept 
locked and the rest of the saloon left 
open.

Mr. Ramish.

RAMISH CUTS THE KNOT. 

And then Ramish, the astute, the 
mentor of the Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, leaned over the Mayor’s chair and 
himself rang the death knell of the fake 
restaurant liquor license. He took the 
bit in his teeth when he said: “I will 
request, myself, that my restaurant 
liquor license be revoked. If it is the 
law that a bona fide meal must be 
served every day of the week, I can 
not live up to the law. I do not wish to 
violate the law, and so I ask you to re- 
voke my license.“ 

“Well,” said Mr. Keeney, giving way 
to the humor of the situation, and 
drawling out the words, at the request 
of Mr. Ramish I move that the license 
be revoked.” 

“I support the motion,” said Mr. 
Stimson, gruff and quick. 

And it was carried. 

Mr. Ramish then asked that the 
commission ask the. District Attorney 
to dismiss the case against Goldsmith, 
as his only fault was due to the re- 
missness of the authorities who for 
years had let things run along ia the 
same rut. 

Messrs. Stimson and Keeney said 
they thought the commission had po 
jurisdiction. in. such. matters, and that 
nothing could be done. ‘ 

“We have no desire to sh the case 
against you, Mr. Ramish,“ said the 
Mayor. “You have come before us in 
a manly way and stated your case in 
its true light. That is commendable.” 

Mr. Thorpe said be thought it im- 
proper for the commission to interfere 
in matters that are in the courts, and 
so the matter was dropped right there. 
Ramish will have to defend his case 
in court as best he may. 

FUBHRBERG'S DILEMMA. 

+ Andrew Fubrberg, of the firm of 
Kempel & Fuhrberg, proprietors of the 
Turner Hall. café and saloon, appeared 
before the board and indignantly de- 
nied that he has violated the law. He 
said that nothing but original sealed 
packages were sold at his place of bus- 
inese last Sunday. He told an ingenious 
story to account for the men behind 
the bar, and-offered to prove by many 
witnesses that no violation had oc- 
curred. Although he admitted that 
the screen about the bar was not 
locked, he says that the former Police 
Commission came to his saloon and 
approved it, so he thought it was all 
right. 

“I am placed in about the same po- 
sition as Mr. Bilicke,” said Fuhrberg. 
“There are many eastern tourists in the 
city now, and my business will suf- 
fer if I am compelled to close for 
even one Sunday. I have been in bus- 
iness for thirteen years, and every one 
knows that I conduct a bona fide res- 
taurant.” 

Some of the members said they knew 
that Mr. Fuhrberg does a legitimate 
business, but they cannot help him 
out in his present predicament. 4 

“No,” said the Mayor, We can do 
nothing for you.” And with that Mr. 
Fuhrberg was compelled to be content. 


LICENSES GRANTED. 


Upon a favorable report by the Chief, 
Carl Roemer was granted a license at 
No. 763 South Main street. Antone Del- 
aqua formerly owned the saloon and 
Roemer was his bartender. The license 
was revoked two weeks ago. | 

Roemer was present. He stated that 
Dela qua has no interest in the place 
now, as he has arranged to buy out 
the fixtures. On motion of Mr. Walker 
the license was granted. It is probable 
that Roemer is acting for one of the 
brewerles. 

A. Pallmen was nted a saloon li- 
cense at No. ast Fifth street. 
When revoked two weeks ago the li- 
cense stood in the name of Charles Kel- 
ler, although H. Mucke was conducting 
the business. The Chief recommended 
the granting of the application. Mr. 
‘Pallmen appeared and made satisfac- 
tory answer to the questions put to him 
by the commissioners. 

Over the application of George Bern- 
hard for a litense at No. 106 North 
Main street, there was something of a 
debate. Bernhard had failed to secure 
the consent of two-thirds of the front- 
age as required by the rules of Ne 
commission. Bernhard asserted that a 
frontage petition was not necessary, as 
the place had long been operated as a 
saloon. The license at the place was 
formerly in the name of A. H. Brock- 
amp. It was suspended by the Poliss 
Cciamission for a violation of the Fun- 
“a law. Mr. Thorpe mcved 
that the application be denied, but it 
was not seconded. After discussion it 
was agreed by mutual consent not to 
take action until a frontage petition 
is presented.

MILK ORDINANCE. 
HEALTH BOARD ADOPTS IT. 
The Board of Health met in the 

Mayor's private office at noon yester- 
day to consider the proposed new milk 
ordinance. Drs. Smith, Salisbury and 
Beckett and the Mayor were present. 
Health Officer Powers, Milk Inspector 
Hood and a number of deputies from 
the health office were also on hand. 
Clerk Wright read the ordinance, sec- 
tion by section, and the several points 
were taken up in order. Deputy City 
Attorney Goudge was called in to 
explain the legal points involved. 
The ordinance provides that the sale 
of milk or cream within the city with- 
out a permit from the health board 
shall be unlawful, and the sale of im- 
1 milk is made a punishable offense. 
Dr. Salisbury said he believes it bet- 
ter to make the possession of impure 
milk an offense. The City Attorney 
said he thinks it impossible to make

that is in contravention of public good. 
The provision in the ordinance declar- 
ing the possession of impure milk a 
nuisance, he said, is within the power 
of the city and meets the situation as 
well as any thing that has been pro- 


The great trouble in the enforcement 
of the provision is that no method is 
now in use in this city whereby milk 
can be tested on the wagon. It takes 
a day or two for the test for formaline 
and boracic acid, and the inspector 
does not know when he takes the sam- 


ple whether the milk in the wagon 


constitutes a nuisance which should be 
abated or not. If a lactometer or some 
other instrument were in use that 
would admit of immediate tests on the 
wagon then the wagonload could be 
condemned at once and dumped in the 
street. 

The specific gravity of standard milk 
Was changed from 1.029 to 1.030. 

It was moved that the Council be 
asked to set aside a certain sum for 
publishing the ordinance and distrib- 
uting copies among the milkmen. 

With a few minor amendments to 
the verbiage of the ordinance it was 
reported back to the Council with a 
recommendation that it pass. 


STORM PIPE. 
OIL AND DEFUNCT CATS. 

Mrs. P. Agoure objects to having 
dead dogs, defunct cats, frogs and oil 
in her cellar. Her sister, Mrs. Julia 
Fenner, also objects. What lady 
wouldn't? 

Mrs. Agoure said she does not mind 
the trout so much, but the ofl and the 
cats are beyond endurance. The griev- 
ance which the lady and her sister 
fully explained to the Council yes- 
terday afternoon is occasioned by the 
bursting of the Arroyo de los Reyes 
storm drain under Mrs. Agoure’s room- 
ing-house on Olive street, between 
Sixth and Seventh streets. 

When the subject came before the 
Council, President Powers called for 
the City Attorney to see what author- 
ity the Council has over the storm 
drain. The agent for Mrs. Agoure 
asked for a hearing, but President 
Powers put him off. He said he knew 
what was coming, as he had heard 
the story. As the City Attorney could 
not enlighten the Council, the unso- 
phisticated colleagues of President 
Powers insisted on hearing what the 
property owners had to say. Mr. 
Bowen prefaced his demand by saying 
that the Board of Public Works had 
been in the cellar, but owing to the 
débris could not determine what, it 
anything, was the matter. 

rs. Agoure prefaced her remarks 
by saying that she could not make a 
speech, and then proceeded to wade 
into the Council and Mr. Bowen, in a 
manner that made the members con- 
clude that she underestimated her abfl- 
ities.

The storm drain has done much 
damage to property during the heavy 
rains.

It was first put in by the prop- 
erty owners, and Mrs. Ageure laid the 
first section on her property so she 
knows all about it. The city merely 
piped the water across the street in- 
tersections. It begins at the old aban- 
doned Second-street Park on the Bayer 
& Last property. This is an immense 
sumphole. It now debouches onto 
Figueroa street at Eighteenth.

BEAUTIFUL MEMORIAL. 

“The symbol of the broken column, 
typifying the untimely death of a 
strong man stricken down in the zenith 
of his power and fame, in the midst 
ot his splendid usefulness, was never 
more strikingly applicable than in the 
death of the distinguished man who 
has just passed away. 

“Never since the golden sun of the 
Occident flamed bright and beckon- 
ing upon the flag of our country has 
any of her notable sons attained to the 
commanding eminence which is with 
common thought accorded to the char- 
acter and achievements of Stephen Mal- 
lory White. 

“The stock from which he sprung 
has produced many eminent men. Cal 
ifornia, too, can boast of a long line 
of ustrious dead. But none of these 
may justly claim a better right than 
he to enduring fame—to have his name 
emblazoned in letters of ineffaceable 
light upon the very foundations of the 
Capitol itself.

‘His most eminent characteristic lay 
in his power to influence deliberative 
bodies, and he reached the highest ex- 
pression of this great gift during his 
career in the United States Senate. 
His record there is part of the imper- 
ishable history of that illustrious 
body, and not soon will the renown 
which he there achieved be covered by 
the silence of oblivion.

In polities he early 
Democratic faith, and 
loyal to his professions. 

“His views upon great national ques- 
tions, however, were never unduly col- 
ored by partisan prejudice, but were 
rather tempered by a wise and calm 
conservatism that always gave his 
counsel great weight. On more than 
one occasion he led a forlorn hope to 
certain defeat, rather than surrender 
his convictions. He was the friend 
of the people in his endeayors to pre- 
serve unimpaired the purity of the 
ballot and to compel the practice of 
clean methods in politics and legisla- 
tion. While he was nowise hostile to 
or prejudiced against organized capital 
or wealth in any form, nevertheless he 
firmly believed above all things in the 
supremacy of the law and the right of 
the people to govern themselves ac- 
cording to the will of the majority 
when constitutionally expressed, and 
especially in the right of every citizen 
to pursue his own true and substantial 
happiness so far as consistent with the 
equal and just rights of others before 
the law. He was the steadfast foe of 
fraud, force and violence in whatever 
guise presented—whether expressed 
through the machinations of the poli- 
tical machine or the corrupt or insid- 
fous use of wealth or place, or whether 
manifested through what he consid- 
ered the insolent aggressions of great 
corporate influence ‘or the unjustifi- 
able extensions of the large powers of 
government. 

SUPERB ORATOR. 

“As an orator at the bar, before a 
jury, on the stump, before a conven- 
tion, or in the halls of legislation, he 
was matchiless—tirresistible. With a 
fine-toned, sympathetic, far-reaching 
voice that ever rang t and sincere, 
and speaking ever from profound con- 
victions that were the result of earn- 
est thought and study, he always com- 
mand large and appreciative audi- 


| ences. 


“He was a man of great public spirit, 
and he believed that public office was 
a public trust; and a leaditig thought 
with him always, in every public sta- 
tion, and indeed throughout his pri- 
vate career, was the general welfare 
of the public. Not soon will the peo- 
ple of the west find another such 
champion to speak for them, or who 
will pour forth the rich treasures of 
his mind in such unstinted measure, 
or with such force or power, or such 
disregard of self. 

“But while we may appropriately 
dwell with admiration upon these 
striking qualities which enabled him 
to achieve success on the larger fields 
of action, it is of more consequence 
for us to record that our departed 
brother was above all a man of the 
highest integrity and honor in all the 
relations of life. He never stooped to 
win success, place or power by any in- 
direction. He never corrupted and he 
was incorruptible. He was sunny, 
genial, affable, approachable—a loyal, 
generous friends, a courteous, honor- 
able foe. 

MODEST CITIZEN. 

“In his. intercourse with his breth- 
ren of the bar he was manly, kind and 
considerate. Before the court he was 
modest and courteous, but withal 
marked by a 222 that stamped him 
with the seal greatness. He always 
sought to be right, he always reasoned 
honestly. and never did he willfully 
pervert his great powers before either 
judge or jury in the endeavor to de- 
ceive the one or mislead the other, 
that injustice or wrong might know- 
ingly be done. 

“It is to be deplored that more com- 
plete transcripts of his many great 
speeches have not been preserved. 
What was greatest in them could not 


be written, and has passed away 
with the man. But they are not 
forgotten, and the recdilection of 


their. striking brilllance will long be 
cherished and preserved, with the fra- 
grant memory of ‘his many virtues as 
lawyer and man, as citizen and friend, 
as among the most valued traditions of 
this bar. 

DEVOTED HOME LIFE. 


“The same fine spirit of duty, chiv- 
alry and devotion which marked his 
public and professional career adorned 
his private life and beautified his do- 
mestic relations. 

“To his family he leaves the price- 
less memory of his devotion and pro- 
tection; to his, friends, the recollec- 
tion of his N and truth; to his 
brethren of t bar, an example of 
professional achievement Worthy of all 
imitation; to his home and country, the 
heritage of many good works wrought 
in their behalf, and to all struggling 
ambitious young men everywhere, he 
leaves the record of a career which 
unmistakably demonstrates the mighty 
truth that a deserving capable man 
may yet confidently aspire in this age, 
mercenary though it be, and that he 
can surely win the highest professional 
and political distinction without de- 
parting from the path of rectitude or 
the practice of common honesty.

“Great lawyer, great man, great cit- 
en, great soul, farewell!“

ment, involving also a mild form of 
speculation. Many. however, are too 
poor or inexperienced to invest in 
profitable real estate. This is «pecially 
true of the larger cities, where values 
have reached high figures. It is for 
the convenience of such people that 
the formation of the real estate trust 
has been devised. This is a beneyo- 
lent kind of trust, differing consider- 
ably from such as those which have 
occupied much of the attention of the 
press lately. The earliest one, so far 
as is known, is the Boston real es- 
tate trust, which at the present time 
has a capital of $7,000,000, paid divi- 
dends of 4% per cent. last year, and 
for whose stocks of a par value of $1000, 
$1400 is bid. Previous to 1886, real es- 


tate investments were made by cor- 


porations rather than trusts; today the 
real estate trusts of Boston own mil- 
lions of dollars of property, and are 
constantly increasing in number. Re- 
garding the formation and methods of 
these institutions, the United States 
Investor says: 

“The two features absolutely essen- 
tial to a successful real estate trust 
are a really good plece of property and 


honest or obstinate, and incurs ex- 
penditures beyond the limit set by the 
deed. Then he is personally liable. If 
in contracting the expenditure he does 
not disclose the authority under which 


he acts, he is personally liable to the 


full extent of the expenditure, and is 
liable, criminally, for willful breach of 
trust. If he does disclose his authority 
the contractor will see that the liability 
is limited. And further, the sharehold- 
ers have the power to depose an unsat- 
isfactory trustee. Ordinarily a meet- 
ing of the trust is called at the desire 
of a very small number of stockholders. 
Sometimes a single stockholder has 
thie power. Ordinarily it takes a vote 
of anywhere from a majority to a 
three-fourths to oust a trustee, but 
each shareholder has as many votes as 
he possesses shares and he may vote 
by proxy. 

“The remuneration of the trustees or- 
dinarily consists of 5 per cent. of the 
gross income of the property. That ie, 
one-twentieth of all the rents goes to 
the trustees. The balance of the in- 
come is expended upon taxes, insur- 
ance and the other expenses of the 
trust. After the expenses are paid the 
balance is distributed in dividends to

The 
truth is that no one knows how the 
new berry originated, its color being 
the only indication that it is akin to 
the raspberry. I hope it is a pure 
blackberry. The Loganberry is to be 
one of the great fruits of this Coast, 
but those who have used the fruit for 
a while tire of its Antwerp blood and 
wish it were a true blackberry with its 
excelient qualities and ever-bearing 
habits. Perhaps the new blackberry is 
everything in one, but let us not give 
it raspberry kinship unless the evidence 
is convincing. Before the wizards of 
the North began mixing the pollen of 
the two great species of the genus 
Rubus, a raspberry was known by its 
drupes separating from the receptacle, 
and the blackberry by the union of 
drupes and receptacle. Now. however, 
anything that originates at Santa Cruz 
or Santa Rosa is supposed to be a cross 
between the two great sections of the 
genus when it may be only a cross be- 


tween varieties of the blackberry, as

He 
is unusually active this spring, for 
new conditions have arisen and 
new problems come up for ad- 
justment, and it requires a pretty 
nimble agent this season. to get on the 
safe side. But he will be there just the 
Same, and I advise every farmer to 
cugivate the fertilizer agent, learn all 
he can of him and buy. of him if he 
represents a good firm, which he must 
do in order to do business with the 
average citrus-fruit grower. It has 
been said that one cannot write of fer- 
tilizers without getting into_ trouble 
with some of the agents or firms, but 
the statement is not true as applied to 
the manufacturers of Southern Cali- 
fornia, and some of the good firms that 
ship their goods here already made up. 
It has been passed along the line that 
the absence of sufficient humus as the 
orchards get older, the prevalence of 
extremely dry weather for so long and 
the application of fertilizers whose in- 
Sredients are taken up so quickly by 
the rootlets immediately near the sur- 
face are the main causes of the poor 
keeping qualities of so many orange 
crops. It is even hinted that orchards 
unfertilized and orchards plowed so 
deeply that the roots were prevented 
from feasting and starving alternately 
throughout the season upon the com- 
mercial fertilizers used are holding 
their fruit in fine condition this season. 
My observation confirms the hint. It 
would be fatal, however, for orchard- 
ists to attempt to grow oranges and 
lemons without fertilizing, and there is 
no danger of that idea getting a hold. 
But the facts as they stand indicate 
that there must be more discrimination 
in the use of high-grade manures, more 
care given to interirrigation of dry 
Seasons and to the prevention of the 
root strangulation caused by deficiency 
of humus in the soil. Every intelligent 
rancher will go about the correction of 
these soll deficiencies in his own way, 
and yet the general principal stands, for 
all that more perfect assimilation must 
be maintained by the introduction of 
its chief agents, the humates produced 
by decaying animal and vegetable mat- 
ter. 
Short on Microbes. 
Fortunately for the farmer and the 
truth, he is unacquainted with the 
curbstone reformers and never-sweats, 
who afflict the streets of Los Angeles 
and everrun the parks, which should 
be maintained as a place of refuge for 
citizens where the streets overflow 
with pessimistic expression. Who ever 
heard of a farmer ohjecting to the tax- 
ation of his improvements, even to the 
taxation of his orchards when they 
come into bearing. One thing that 
gives the farmer a correct view of tax - 
ation is that he has not fallen into the 
error held by the never-sweats that la- 
bor alone can produce wealth. When 
the orchardist has produced a fine crop 
of oranges, for example, he does not 
hold that his infinite labor has pro- 
duced wealth until he takes into his 
consideration the user of oranges and 
has made a trade with him. Th two, 
the farmer and the orange buyer, have 
added to the wealth of the country, and 
all others whose labor contributed to 
the production and marketing of the 
fruit—all others whose labor enabled 
the consumer to buy the fruit. The 
farmers are not seriously afflicted with 
that brand of microbes that give men 
false and distorted views of things 
economic—in fact he is a very sensible 
member of that great middle class of 
Anglo-Saxons which is willing to do its 
best under all circumstances toward 
the betterment of the world as it finds 
it. The farmer of Southern California 
does not spend his days wpon the street 
corners in beating the air, bewailing his 
fate and setting himself against every- 


tuted authority. He has abundant 
cause for taking a pessimistic view 
fof many things that obstruct his proz- 
ress, such as scale pests, isolation from 
markets, combinations again free ac- 
cess to them, dry weather and dozens 
of other impediments to the success of 
his calling. He fights his battles with 
other weapons than wind. The aban- 
donment of the reciprocity treaties 
bear evidence of that; the tariff upon 
imported fruits shows that he expects 
fair consideration in the adjustment 
of the benefits of protection; he will not 
remain quiescent under the h that 
combinations sometimes apply to him 
and is not a complainer nor a dreamer. 
In short the farmer of Southern Cali- 
fornia stands in the front rank, with 
other progressive men who give all their 
time to forwarding, instead of dragging 
backward, the forces that build up the 
country. He does not often “rush into 
print’ with @ grievance like some of 
the fellows who are just now attending 
to that duty so thoroughly to prevent 
the taxation of certain big ‘“wealth- 
producing interests in Los Angels 
county. In short the farmer. like all 
the men of his class in other lines, 
whose name is legion, is willing to d 
‘his part, and the late rains have mad> 
him so busy there is no prospect now 
of his ever having an attack of the 
microbes of discontent.

A lot of 
loose manure had been shipped there 
on order, and when the haulers began 
to move the manure by wagon they 
found a high percentage of ordinary 
soll mixed with the barnyard ele- 
ments, to give it weight. The  pur- 
chaser objected to paying freight, and 
tonnage price for soil no better than 
the fruit ranch contained to the depth 
of a hundred feet.

The New York Commercial, in com- 
menting upon the extraordinary fuc- 
cess of the California lemon, publishes 
a column of exceptionally favorable 
comment upon the progress of that 
fruit. It says: |. 

“There has been great dircappcin'- 
ment in the New York and outlying 
markets because the supply of Califor- 
nia lemons did not hold up to what 
was at first expected. There had been 
some very effective missionary work 
in introduc! and creating a demand 
for them, and many dea ers who had a 
particularly fancy trade wanted Cali- 
fornia lemons exciusively. It was a 
disappointment and an annoyance when 
the supply fell off, sud it became im- 
possible to get more, except in smal! 
quantities. Some of the largest inst 
tutions, like hotels and restaurants and

together, were troubled to fill their 


“As a matter of fact, no fruit was 
ever brought to this market which 85 
completely captured practically a!l 
consumers as the California l:mopnr. 
This was true, even before the tests 
were made which showed that it was a 
better lemon than the Sicily for ordi- 
nary or special purposes. After that 
there Was a scramble to get California 
fruit, and now, when there are mal 
lots sold, they bring higher prices 
than Sicilies, even with the stigma 
of possible frosting resting on them, 
and the Sicilies are supposed to be 
nearly in the flush of their growth. 

“This unexpected and unprecedented 
demand was not built up by advertis- 
ing, except in a small way. It seemed 
to be spontaneous. Whoever saw a 
California wanted it, not because it 
was from California, but because it 
Was a good lemon. 

“It is thought by some that Califor- 
nia growers made a mistake in causing 
a comparison to be made which result- 
ed so beneficially to the Californians 
without sufficient supply to meet any 
probable demand. To this objection 
it may be answered that the call was 
80 — larger and stronger than was 
anticipated that the available supply 
was exhausted before any one supposea 
it would be. No California lemons 
had been brought to this market be- 
fore, and the first offerings were deem- 
ed an experiment. 

“In other places there has been con- 
siderable difficulty in making profitable 
headway against the firmly intrenched 
Sicilies which had held the market for 
years. Here the California sprang 
into almost instant favor and the de- 
mand could not be satiefied. 

“One man who understands some- 
thing about the trade, says it is only 
a question of being able to get enough 
to satisfy the demand to force the 
Sicily fruit almost entirely out of the 
market, the same as foreign oranges 
have been driven out, with the ex- 
ception of Jamaicas. 

“He thinks the California lemon ‘e 
so much supericr to the foreign-grown 
fruit, largely because it is more care- 
fully cultivated, and that the latter has 
no chance in competition, assumirg 
that the California growers can ship 
enough fruit to supply the demand. 

“He says it is only a comparatively 
short time ago that all oranges came 
from abroad, but that Californtans 
have so completely shut them out that 
the trade amounts to almost ncthing 
now, only a few hundred boxes cem- 
ing where millions were formerly im- 
ported. The price is high enough to 
afford growers a fair profit, and yet it 
is not as onerous as the prices sone 
times paid for Sicilies in years past. 
Consequently, in this dealer’s opinion, 
Sicily fruit is doomed to practical ex- 
tinction as far as this market is con- 
cerned just as soon as California can 
supply the demand.”

False Economy. 

[Globe-Democrat:] False economy is 
the bane of some farmers. To save a 
dollar or a fraction thereof they allow 
their harness to go unoiled, farming 
implements and vehicles unpainted, 
work with old, dull or out-of-date tools, 
buy cheap goods of all kinds, overwork 
themselves, family and stock. They 
let the old fence “do” another year, 
never grade up the etock or fowls. Re- 
sult: Harness wears out in half the 
time well-kept harness does, same of 
implements and vehicles; their neigh- 
bors do twice the amount of work with 
half the exertion with their improved 
tools, while their children attend school 
and their wives rest; his cheap goods 
wear out soon and never look like any- 
thing; his stock retrogrades and be- 
comes unsalable.

Old Oleo Again. 
One of the highest officiale of the Na- 


tional Live Stock Association happened | 


to be in Southern California last Sat- 
urday and read an article in The Times 
from “Farmer” upon the Grout bill. 
For the purpose of presenting the 
“other side“ and giving an example of 
the vigorous vocabulary of one of the 
citizens of Denver, che letter in reply 
to Farmer“ is given below: 

{To the Editor of The Times: It 
might occur to some that “Farmer,” 
who had a long letter in your issue of 
today bestowing unlimited praise upon 
the merits of the Grout bill, was either 
unacquainted with the provisions of 
this measure or desired to keep his 
readers from being informed. About 
the only unassailable statement in his 
letter was “it is the most important 
bill before Congress.“ Most important, 
because it is the most iniquitous. The 
measure is simply an agent of destruc- 
tion and the most ardent. supporters 
of the bill have never been able to put 
it in any other light. They will not 
admit that it is a measure for revenue, 
nor can they show where it is in the 
interest of any industry except the 
dairy. It proposes to legislate out of 
existence one of the leading industries 
of the country, make it a criminal of- 
fense in eleven States to manufacture 
a pure article of food and force more 
than half the people of the United 
States to cease eating an article they 
desire, simply that the dairy industry 

y monopolize the trade and doub’e 
its already handsome income. 

The destruction of the oleomargarine 
industry in the United States means an 
annual loss of $27,000,000 to the cattle 
men, $18,000,000 to the hog raisers, $15,- 
000,000 to cotton growers and about 
$3,500,000 to the dairymen. The dairy- 
men are asking 288 to pass this 
act striking a death blow at these in- 
dustries in order that they may charge 
for their product a price which will 
put it beyond the dream of a poor man 
and at the same time rob the laboring 
classes of (oleomargarine) a pure, 
healthy and cheap article of diet. Were 
oleomargarine an unfit article of food 
there might be some reason for this 
fight, but the most expert government 
chemists have repeatedly declared it to 
be perfectly clean and healthful, and 
capable of assimilation at a less degree 
of heat than dairy butter. 

“Farmer's most piteous cry fe that 
“oleomargarine is colored” and there- 
fore it deceives the people. Will this 
gentleman inform the public what 
power or statutes gave the dairymen 
the exclusive right to color his product 
and then forbid the oleomargarine 
manufacturer the right to use the same 
coloring matter in his? If “Farmer” 
knows anything of this subject, he 
knows there is not a pound of butter 
placed on any market in the United 
States that is not colored with a harm- 
less preparation. Why should there 
be any pious objection to a citizen 
eating this powder in his oleo and none 
when he takes it in his butter? 

The oleomargarine people will gladly 
join the dairymen and all other classes 
in securing the enactment of a national 
pure-food law, and if the dairynften will 
abjure the use of coloring matter in 
their product they will gladly do the 
same in theirs, but so long as one is 
allowed to use it the other should be 
also, especially when there is no dif- 
— in the properties constituting 
both. 

No ranker or more unjust class leg- 
islation was ever attempted in this 
8 than the passage of this Grout 
representations secured the sympathies 
of the farmers in this’ matter, to a 
great extent, and it is for this reason 
the bill has secured the prominence it 
has. It is not only to the interest of 
the farmer, but every live-stock man in 
the Union to have it fail of passage in 
the Senate.

“Me, me, me,” was the wild chorus 
that greeted Curtis D. Wilbur, at the 
ground-breaking for the public baths, 
yesterday, as he said: : 

“I want to take out this shovelful 
of earth, and I wonder who will be the 
first boy to get into the hole.” a 

The scene was enacted at the cor- 
ner of Vignes and Ducommun streets, 
yesterday afternoon, where she cere- 
monies attendant upon ihe turning of 
the first shovelful of ground, for the 
construction of the Bethichem Free 
Baths, were being conducted. The 
chorus of yells came unexpectedly 
from a score of boys perched on an 


adjacent roof, from which point they |. 


watched with deep interest the inau- 
guration of an enterprise that means 
so much to them. | 

Philanthropic works are rapidly fol- 
lowing one upon the heels of another, 
down in the Eighth Ward. It is but a 
few days since The Times announced 
the project of Miss Lizzie Graydon 
Lewis for the erection of a handsome 
building for the King’s Daughters Day 
Nursery, upon a lot purchased for the 
purpose, at the corner of Centre and 
Jackson streets. The Bethlehem baths 
are located diagonally across the same 
block at Vignes and Ducommun 
Streets. Just across the street from 
the baths is the Bethlehem Insti- 
tutional Church with its free dis- 
pensary, reading room, labor bureau 
and Good Samaritan home. A block 
west of this is the Men's Hotel, and 
the most recent addition, the big Beth- 
lehem tent. 

THE HAND THAT GUIDES. 

All of these many enterprises are 
under the personal supervision of un- 
ostentatious Dana W. Bartlett, a man 
whose honesty of purpose and business 
tact, have won the confidence of all 
Los Angeles. And now he has been 
given the free baths, which in two 
months from today, will be thrown 
open to the public. Nor is this all. 
It was yesterday predicted by Curtis 
D. Wilbur, the legal adviser of the 
Bethlehem Benevolent Board, that in

THE FREE BATHS. 

The Bethlehem Free Faiths, the plans 
for which were fully set forth in The 
Times some months since, will consist 
of a plunge 30x60 feet, a room for men 
where their clothes may be mended, 
washed and dried while they are in the 
plunge; a room for ladies, fitted with 
tub and shower, where they and their 
children may have baths every day 
in the week. One day each week the 
whole building will be given over to 
the women, in order that they may 
have the benefits of the plunge also. 

These baths were 8 direct out- 
growth of a desire on the part of a 
lady of this city, to establish some- 
thing for which she saw a burning 
need. She made a donation of $3000 
for the purpose and  public-spirited 
citizens gladly siezed the opportunity 
and today the baths are an-accon:- 
plished fact. 

INAUGURATION CEREMONIES. 

The ceremonies yesterday were 
opened with the singing of “America,” 
under the direction of C. F. Edson; 
an invocation by Surday School Mis- 
sionary Case, and a few preliminary 
remarks by Mr. Bartlett, who intro- 
duced the first speaker. 


WILLIAM HORACE DAY’S TALK. 


“We have come here today,” said 
Rev. William Horace Day, “because 
this enterprise in which we are s0 
vitally interested is an example of the 
conscience of Los Angeles, and of the 
highest type of conscience as well. We 
have a right to look each other in the 
face with a smile of satisfaction be- 
cause this is true. Conscience has 
evolved.

When this type of conscience, whith 
makes this building possit.le, hae com- 
pletely leavened our society, then the 
ideal of the Christ will have come and 
every man will have a chance.” 


COMMON-SENSE CHARITY. 


„It is too late in the day for a man 
to test the soundness of his faith b 
the length of his creed, or the theolog- 
ical label he may chance to bear,” 
said Rev. C. C. Pierce. “The time has 
come when the real Christian must be 
known by his actual willingness and 
practical work in relieving those who 
are in need.

charity as this will these baths and 
this entire beneficent institution stand. 

“This building, too, will stand for 
manhood’s right. One inalienable right 
all men have who have not fallen too 
low to claim that right, and this is the 
right of cleanliness. The deepest-dyed 


sinner on earth may not of right de 
denied the opportunity to seek that 
cleanliness which is akin to godliness, 
Such, I regret to say, has been the case 
in this city. In a land flowing with 
water, oil and alkali, the never-faliling 
ammunition with which to bombard. 
the strongholds of dirt, human beings 
have sought for a place to wash and 
found it not. Beautiful Loe Angeles, 
with its splendid homes, and its rap- 
idly-increasing wealth, has no free 
public baths. 

“This building is to be the beginning 
of a work which will enable the poor 
to enjoy the priceless luxury of clean- 
liness. 

“It is cheap mockery for us to talk to 
some poor fellow about the salvation 
of the soul, when we are too indifferent 
to his welfare to use our means to 
oe him to give proper care to his

“Numerous schoolhouses carefully 
plained and well built; public parks, 
libraries, museums, homes for orphans, 
and hospitals for sick children are al) 
expressions dt the highest kind of al- 
truism. In the Good Samaritan Hos- 
pital there is but one free bed for sick 
children, and this is only a very little 
help in a city having fully 25,000 chil- 
cren. 

“The physicians of Los Angeles are 
almost unanimous in the opinion that 
the city needs hospital accommodation 
for children, possibly more than any 
other one thing, not only in the treat- 
ment of the disease itself is the hospi- 
tal vastly superior to most of the 
homes, but the watchfulness during con- 
valescence, the quiet, the undisturbed 
rest and the regulated diet, often pre- 
vent disastrous after results.

STRUCK BY A CAR. oie 


Pedro Sepulveda and Wife Victims of 
Serious Disaster on Daly Street Elec- 
trie Line—Horse Killed. 


About 9:30 o’clock last night Pedro 
Sepulveda and wife, a middle-aged 
Mexican couple, were struck by an in- 
coming Daly-street car near Avenue 
Twenty, East Los Angeles, receiving 
serious injuries, it being possible that 
those of the man will result fatally. 
The horse they were driving was in- 
stantly killed and their buggy com- 
pletely wrecked. 

The injured couple have seven chil- 
dren and their home is on Mesnager 
street, a short thoroughfare running 
east from the Southern Pacific River 
Station. Last evening Sepulveda and 
wife started to drive out to the Three- 
Mile House to visit a married daugh- 
ter. They stopped at a saloon on the 
corner of Pasadena avenue and Avenue 
Nineteen to get a flask of whisky, so 
Mrs. Sepulvedg says, and then started 
to drive across Pasadena avenue diag- 
onally toward Avenue Twenty-one. As 
their horse was fairly on the car track 
car No. 162 of the Daly-street line 
raced down the hill and was upon them 
before they were aware of danger. The 
car crashed into the buggy, killing the 
horse and throwing Sepulveda and his 
wife to the ground. 

The car was stopped and a hurry call 
sent for the patrol wagon. Sepulveda 
was rushed to the Receiving Hospital 
covered with blood and unconscious. 


The injured woman was taken to the 


hospital on a street car. 

On examination it was found that 
Sepulveda's left eye was destroyed and 
he was bleeding from the right ear. 
Dr. Cates, the railway surgeon, who 
attended the injured peeple, thought it 
possible that the man's skull was frac- 
tured at the base of the brain. 

Mrs. Sepulveda had a deep gash over 
her left eye and her right ankle was 
crushed. Her foot may ve to be am- 
dutated. 

The car was in charge of Motoneer 
George J. Armstrong and Conductor 
Jed Van Loan. They say the Sepul- 
vedas were driving beside the track 
and attempted to cross in front of the 
car when it was so near that it could 
not be stopped: before it collided with

Rust has been busy for several weeks 
past taking steps to keep a certain cit- 
rus pest that infests Florida out of 
Southern California. It looks now as if 
he had been successful. 

Not long ago a certain nurseryman of 
this city informed Mr. Rust that he had 
just placed an order for a lot of Flor- 
ida-grown Satsuma orange trees. Not 
wishing, however, to get involved in 
any quarantine complications, the 
nurseryman advised with the Horti- 
cultural Commission, with the final re- 
sult that he has induced his purchaser 
to countermand his order. 

This is all on account of a pestiferous 
little insect known grandly as Aley- 
rodes citri. 

The law of this State provides that 
if trees about to be imported are clean 
they must be admitted. When the mat- 
ter was laid before State Quarantine 
Officer Craw of San Francisco he gave 
the following advice, so strongly is he 
opposed to running any possible risk 
with any Florida pest: 

“The Aleyrodes citri are liable to 
change to the wing state in transit, so 
would advise you to fumigate before 
you make an inspection, and then if 
you see any trace of the mealy pow- 
der that usually sticks to the stem or 
leaves where the winged form has been 
located, have the stock condemned. The 
scale or larva form of the pest resem- 
bles the soft brown scale, only more 
oval, and the molts are very delicate- 
looking skin that adhere to the leaf 
or stem after the fly issues. Get your 
District Attorney to try to persuade 
the party from purchasing. I have 
telegraphed Dr. L. O. Howard (govern- 
ment ertomologist, Washington,) to 
ascertain if Aleyrodes citri is found in 
all orange districts in Florida. As soon 
as I get a reply I will let you know. 
Remember what it has cost Los An- 
geles and San Diego counties in fight- 
ing the purple scale brought from 
Florida about fourteen years ago.” 

Following is the reply from Govern- 
ment Entomologist Howard of Wash- 
ington, with reference to the habitat 
of the dreaded pest in Florida: 

“Aleyrodes citri occurs locally in 
practically all orange districts in Fior- 
ida. May occur in one orchard, how- 
ever, and not in another half mile 
away. Have no personal knowledge.
